The Oklahoma City Times submits 
some interesting figures in support 
of its contention that the metropolis 
is not at all overdone and that it 
could be considerably larger than it 
now is without having any mushroom 
growth. According to its figures, a 
little more than 29 per cent of the 
population of Kansas is located in 
towns of 2,540 or more, while in Ok­ 
lahoma only 19 percent are sim ilar­ 
ly located. On this basis the popula­ 
tion of Oklahoma City could be a 
trifle over 97,000 without being over­ 
done. 
On this same basis Ada would have 
about 7,600 inhabitants and still not 
contain a relative population above 
that of cities and rural districts of 
KangWfi. 
Then when one considers 
the 
advantages of location and 
the railroad facilities, he is pretty 
safe in betting his money 
on 
Ada. 
Then when the same ratio exists be­ 
tween the urban and rural popula­ 
tion of Oklahoma that one finds in the 
eastern states, Ada will have a pop­ 
ulation of at least 15,000. These fig­ 
ures are based on the assumption 
that the city will only hold its own 
and get nothing more than its pro­ 
portionate part of the ever increas­ 
ing drift cityward.

On the morning of 
August 
four­ 
teenth, in the heart of the unexplor­ 
ed country along Beverly Lake, oc­ 
curred! an incident which goes to 
prove that even the most sensation­ 
al happenings of a modern novel a re 
not beyond the bounds of reason. On 
this morning the little exploring par­ 
ty came suddenly upon an Eskimo 
village five hundred miles from Arc­ 
tic water, and 
six 
hundred 
miles 
from Hudson’s bay. 'As Pelletier and 
his companions approached the shore 
the Eskimo men, women and children 
ran down to meet them, and Walker 
called out ‘•‘Chimo! Chim o!” which 
is the usual form of greeting when 
meeting these people. 
They w'ere much surprised by hear 
ing a “Good m orning!’’ in answer. 
and! Walker expressed his astonish­ 
ment by exclaiming “Holy sm oke!” 
to which the native who had spok­ 
en replied very fervently, “Yes, we 
will smoke.” The mystery was soon 
cleared up. Years before, a man call­ 
ed “ Lucky” Moore had accompanied 
Hanbury on his voyage to the Arctic 
coast. 
He disappeared, and it w as 
thought that he w as dead. In place 
of this, however, Lucky Moore had 
made himself a chief of the Eskimos 
who called him Ameryah, and had 
gradually induced his tribe to come 
down farther 
and 
farther 
inland. 
Lucky Moore had made himself thor­ 
oughly acquainted with this unknown 
country, and told Pelletier that in a 
distance of five hundred miles east 
and west there was only one other 
camp besides his own. The explorers 
found this camp at the foot of Baker 
Lake. In a territory comprising fifty 
thousand (square miles there were 
not one hundred people!—Ex. 


Martyred President's 
First 
Running 
Mate W as Not Acquainted W ith 
Him Until After They Had 
Been Nominated. 


By E. J. E D W A R D S . 
Hannibal Hamlin, four times United 
States senator from Maine, once gov­ 
ernor of that state, and vice-president 
during Lincoln’s first administration, 
told me in the winter of 1891 the story 
of his first personal meeting with 
Abraham Lincoln; and the werds he 
used then to describe that meeting 
were practically the last I heard him 
speak. 
I never saw him again, his 
death occurring a few months later 
when he was in his eighty-third year. 
I had asked Mr. Hamlin if he had 
ever seen Mr. Lincoln prior to 1861. 
‘Yes,” was the answer, “Mr. Lincoln 
and I were in congress at the same 
time. When he was serving hts only 
term In the house, I finished my clos­ 
ing term in that body and got ac­ 
quainted with my duties as senator. 
But though for many days we both 
worked in the capitol, and for some 
time sat In the legislative hall, Mr. 
Lincoln and I never had a personal 
meeting. 
I do not recall when I first 
had my attention called to Mr. Lin­ 
coln as a member of congress, but 
A know I was greatly impressed by a 
speech which he made—I think it was 
in 1848—in which he declared himself 
earnestly In favor of the exclusion of 
slavery from 
the 
territories. 
His 
views on that momentous subject were 
the same as mine; and my views 
I 
expressed in one or 
two 
speeches 
made at about the same time as the 
Lincoln speech I speak of. 
However, 
though we stood on the same ground 
through some freak of fortune we did 
not meet. Yet, after Mr. Lincoln was 
nominated for president and I for vice 
president, we both had 
a 
peculiar 
sense of personal 
acquaintance, the 
explanation of which was made mu­ 
tually on the occasion of my visit to 
Mr. Lincoln at Springfield. 111. 
“Many of the leading Republicans 
of that time had never met Mr. Lin 
coin, 
and for 
that 
reason he was 
called upon almost every day by Re­ 
publicans 
who 
had 
come from all 
parts of the United States north of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. 
As soon as 
the presidential ticket was nominated. 
I determined that, at the first con­ 
venient moment I would go to Spring­ 
field and call upon Mr. 
Lincoln, 
al­ 
though I was sure I knew something 
of the ability and character of the 
man which had led the 
Republican 
convention to nominate his for presi­ 
dent. 
My visit to him was to 
be 
more one of courtesy than 
for 
the 
sake of getting a personal impression 
of him. 
I had in my mind no doubt 
of the wisdom of the Republican party 
in nominating Mr. Lincoln. 
I did not 
agree with those who feared that be 
cause of bis inexperience in public 
life. Mr. Lincoln would be in danger 
of failure as president. 
I was im 
patient when I heard anyone say that 
Mr. Lincoln would bring prairie man 
ners into the White House. 
“Five minutes after I had met MT. 
Lincoln, it seemed to me that we had 
been acquainted for years. 
He 
was 
perfectly natural, unassuming, unpre 
tenuous. 
As we chatted, I saw that 
he was measuring ray height with his 
eye. and I thought that he was grati­ 
fied to discover that, although I was 
tall, he was a little taller. He always 
seemed a little proud of his great stat­ 
ure throughout the years that I knew 
him. 
"Pretty soon Mr. Lincoln left off 
talking about general 
matters, and 
asked me if we had ever met before. 
I replied that I had no recollection 
of our naving met previously; that if 
we had I was sure I should recall the 
circumstances. 
‘But, Mr. Lincoln.’ I 
added, though this is our first meet­ 
ing, I nevertheless feel well acquaint­ 
ed with you. for it has been one of 
my most vivid recollections of public 
men that you, when a member of con­ 
gress. made the ablest speech I can 
remember in defense of free soil.’ 
Why; said Mr. Lincoln, ‘that is a 
curious circumstance, for while I do 
not remember ever having met 
you 
personally, I have had constantly in 
remembrance the speech you made in 
the senate as a Free Soil Democrat, 
and I said at the time: ‘Senator Ham­ 
lin s views upon that subject and mine 
are practically alike.’ ” 
“That, sir, was a feature of my first 
personal meeting with Abraham Un 
Coin, 
continued 
Mr. 
Hamlin, “and 
then began a political and personal 
association and friendship whifch was ! 
maintained and constantly strength- j 
ened until the day of the death of 
that great man.”

Liverpool, Aug. 15.—A reign of ter­ 
ror exists here tonight and troops 
are pouring into the city to put down 
disorder.

The troops then charged the mob 
with drawn sabers and cleared the 
streets. So daring were the rioters 
that one of them tried to unhorse an 
officer, who w as obliged to use his 
revolver, wounding the man severely 
in the head. 
Another, but less serious affray, in 
•which the troops were again com­ 
pelled to fire, occurred in Bond street 
Only a few persons were wounded.

TWO WIHOOS ARE 


KILLED IT CHICAGO 


Chicago, 111., Aug. lo.—Two avia­ 
tors, William IR. Badger of Pittsburg 
and St. Croix Johnstone of Chicago, 
both young men, lost their lives at 
the international aviation meet here 
today, in dying, both revealed the 
frailty of the craft in which many 
more aviators were curing and glid­ 
ing about in the air, with scarcely a 
pause for the deaths of their contem­ 
poraries. 
Death in both cases was due to un­ 
explained accident, probably the re­ 
sults of unsuspected defects in the 
mechanism of the machines, and was 
in no way caused by carelessness nor 
lack of responsibility of the drivers. 
Badger's » o k Broken. 
Badger, a 'wealthy youth, careened to 
his death in a pit in the aviation field 
There had been a flaw in one of the 
paddles of the propeller of the Bald­ 
win machine he drove. Centrifugal 
force broke the propeller, upset the 
delicate equilibrium of the machine 
and Badger dashed IOO feet to the 
bottom of the pit. His neck was brok­ 
en. 


•Johnstone Drowns. 
Johnstone fell 500 feet under his 
engine and was drowned as the re­ 
sult of an equally unsuspected de­ 
fect. Caught under the heavy engine 
in the Moisant monoplane he was car­ 
ried deep into Lake Michigan and his 
body was not brought to the surface 
until an hour later. 
Badger lived three-quarters of an 
hour atter he had 
been 
extricated 
from the remains of his engine. He
